From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
NELSON’S PILLAR, Monday. 


ra OW many steps?” I _ inqnired 
morosely of the man at the turn- 
stile, ‘‘ How many steps is it up 
this Pillar?” 

‘‘ A hundred and sixty-six,’ he replied 
cheerfully. ‘There was nothigg to ruffle his 
temper; he had a nice cool place to himself 
away from the sun, and no work to er. 
about. As I trudged round the first spiral, he 
added : ‘‘ You'll remember every one of them,” 
and he was certainly correct. At the moment 
of writing, I don’t feel that I shall forget any 
of them ir a hurry. 

Mr. Divon (or it may have been Mr. 
Hempenst; ll) told me this afternoon that the 
temperatui e was 85 in the shade, and there are 
a lot of things that can be done under those 
circumstanas. You can tie a wet towel round 
your head, you can go for a bathe at the Forty 
Foot, or he on vour back at Killiney; you can 
change over from John Jameson to lager, 
or you can—literally—put your head in a 
bucket. Why, then, should anybody choose to 
climb the hundred and sixty-six steps of 
Nelson s Pillar? 

Frankly, I can think of no answer, except 
that, in order to fill the pages of a news- 
paper. one has to do a number of curious 
things. The fact that the weather is excep- 
tionally hot has to be chronicled somehow ; 
but it-is obviously no good merely to write 
‘very hot ” and leave it at that, nor is it 
suitable to. describe the “happy holiday 
throngs.” for they have been described too 
often. already.

A WELCOME BREEZE. 


Now that I am here, however, it must be 
admitted that the idea has its points. For one 
thing, the dust and noise are gone, and a 
cool breeze is playing round the base of the 
pedestal on which old Nelson, entirely 
oblivious of the effects of sunstroke, stands 
bareheaded against a hot sky. One can hear 
from far below the rumble of traffic and 
the shrill cry of those who are offering fine 
apples: and oranges at two for the penny.

THE OFFICIAL SUMMARY. 


Th 
‘The Land Bill, 1933, as stated in its 
itle, is intended to amend genérally the 
v, finance and practice relating to 
and purchase, <nd in particular to make 
further and better rrovicsion’ for the 
execution of the functions of the Judicial 
and Lay Commissioners of the Land Com- 
mission, and to provide for the revision 
of purchase annuities and certain other 
annual payments, and for the funding of 
arrears thereof. 
‘The bill is divided into four parts, 
lealing respectively with (1) regulations 
and expenses; (2), the organisation of the 
Land Commission; (3) the revision of 
and annuities and the funding of arrears, 
nd (4) miscellaneous amendmcuts of the 
relating to land purchase. 
“The first part.is purely technical, deal- 
+ with rules and regulations. to.be made 
- the operation of the measure and the 
funds therefor to be provided : by the 
Oireachtas. 


THE LAND COMMISSION, 


‘The second part proposes to reorganise 
the constitution of the Land Commission 
so as to confer upon the Minister for 
Lands and Fisheries for the time being 
full responsibility for, and control over, 
the work and administration of the Land 
(‘ommissioners other than the Judicial 
(‘ommissioner. But there is excepted 
from the Minister’s power of control the 
special .matters of the selection of land 
be acquired, and of the allottees 
amongst whom land is to be divided ; these 
matters are reserved exclusively to the 
I.ay Commissioners. Hitherto the posi- 
tion of the Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries has heen somewhat anomalous 
in that, though responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the Land Commission as 
a department, he had no direct control 
over the functions of the Land Com- 
missioners, Under the bill he is to be 
viven full legal authority over the De- 
partment for which he is responsible ad-

‘A new form of Appeal Tribunal for 
ersons aggrieved by an order of the Lay 
Commissioners is to be set up, consisting 
of the Judicial Commissioner and two other 
Land Commissioners nominated by the 
Executive Council; the Judicial Com- 
missioner to be chairman, but to exercise 
preferential opinion only in matters of law. 
The existing rights of a further appeal in 
certain cases from a decision of the Judicial 
Commissioner are preserved in regard to 
corresponding decisions of the new Appeal 
Tribunal. The existing powers of the Court 
of the Land Commission in regard to the 
resumption of holdings are in future to be 
exercised by the Appeal Tribunal. 


RELIEF OF ANNUITANTS. 


‘The third part of the bill deals with 
the Government 's roposals for the relief 
of annuitants. All proceedings for the 
recovery of arrears of annuities due to the 
first gale day of 1933 (and of other annual 
sums in the nature of prospective annuities, 
such as interest or payment in lieu of rent, 
and rent and interest payable to the Land 
Commission by tenants or allottees) are 
to be stayed, unless a defence to the pro- 
ceedings has been entered. The amount of 
the arrears and costs as at the 15th July, 
1933, are to he ascertained and a sum not 
exceeding three years’ arrears and the 
costs, with interest at 44 per cent. per 
annum, is to be made repayable by a 
fmnding annuity payable for a period of 
(itv years. Any residue of arrears greater 
than-three years’ accumulation is to be 
cancelled. 

‘“ Amounts payable in Ct Aoi of instal- 
ments of annuities (actual or prospec- 
tive) accruing after the first gale day in 
the year 1933 are to be reduced generally ! 
by fifty per cent., with the exception of 
annuities payable on parcels of untenanted 
land purchased under the Land Act of 1919 
or the Land Act of 1923, which are to be 
reduced by 55 per cent., in order to bring 
these annuities on land often bought at 
inflated prices nearer to the common level.

LAND FOR DIVISION, 


“As regards Part IV. of the bill, the 
most important provisions relate to the 
increased powers to be given to the Land 
Commission to acquire land for division. 
Certain restrictions on the acquisition of 

articular classes of lands imposed by the 
oe Act, 1923, are to be repealed, and 
the Land Commission is to be given a 
freer hand to purchase untenanted land 
for the relief of congestion or for division 
among the classes of approved allottees 
‘specified in section ól of the Land Act, 
1925. 

“ Under existing legislation the owner 
of land. which has been purchased under 
the Land Acts may, if the Land Com- 
mission propose to acquire any of his land, 
demand to be provided with an 
alternative holding which, in the 
words of the Act of 1923, shall be 
equally suitable for him and of 
not less value than the land he is asked 
to surrender. This provision, which 
applies to all purchased land, whether 
residential or not and whether worked by 
the owner himself or let for grazing or 
conacre, has been found to work out in- 
equitably as between one owner and 
another, and has, in addition, proved a 
very definite clog on acquisition owing to 
the obvious difficulty of providing tenant- 
purchasers with holdings which they 
would accept as of equal suitability with 
their old holdings. The privilege of de- 
manding an alternative holding will, in 
future, be restricted to residential owners 
who work the lands on which they reside 
as ordinary farmers. Such owners will be 
entitled, if the Land Commission want 
their lands, to require the Land Commis- 
sion to provide them with a holding in 
exchange of not less market value than 
their existing holding, subject to a 
maximum of £2,000. (If the old holding 
is worth more than £2,000 the difference 
will be paid in Land Bonds.) 


EXTENDED POWERS. 


“The powers of the Land Commission 
for the compulsory acquisition of land re- 
quired for the relief of congestion are 
extended to embrace lands required for re- 
sale to the persons or bodies to whom land 
acquired by voluntary purchase can now 
be re-sold. 

‘The procedure for the resumption of 
holdings is simplified, as is also the pro- 
cedure for the publication of provisional 
lists of untenanted land prescribed by 


Section 40 of the Land Act, 1923, 

“The existing restriction on the acquisi- 
tion of ‘ residential’ holdings is to be 
modified so as to remove from the ‘ resi- 
dential ’ category residences which are, in 
fact, derelict, and there are other minor 
changes in the existing legal procedure for 
the acquisition of untenanted land. | 
‘‘ The bill also introduces the novel pro- 
posal that the Land Commission, in order 
to avoid delay in division, may take pos- 
session of untenanted lands before the 
purchase price is finally agreed upon or 
fixed, in cases where the provisional list 
has been duly published and any objection 
disposed of. A provisional price would be 
declared and paid, and any necessary 
adjustments made later on. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
“ As regards the general provisions of 
the bill other than those concerned with 
the acquisition and division of untenanted 
land, the more important changes are as 
follows :—Additional power is to be given 
to the Land Commission to issue diréctly 
to a county registrar or sheriff a warrant 


| to levy for arrears of payment due in the

DERRY, Monday. 
NFAVOURABLE weather conditions 
at Iceland prevented the Italian air 
fleet from beginning this — the 
third hop of their trans-Atlantic flight, 
that from Derry to Reykjavik. General 
Balbo on Sunday night had hoped to 
resume the flight this morning, and his 
crews were early astir. Shortly before 
eight o’clock they went by "bus to Culmore 
Point to be in readiness for the take-off, 
should General Balbo give the order to 

start. | : 

Early morning weather reports were un- 
favourable, and at 8.20, when it had been 
hoped to take off, it was evident that this 
was impossible. Some time afterwards it 
was announced that General Balbo was 
dissatisfied with the weather conditions in 
Iceland. | 

According to his own meteorological ser- 
vice, a depression Which is now near Ice- 
land may develop in such a way as’ to 
hamper progress towards America. He is 
awaiting a report from Iceland which is 
due at 9.30 a.m. to-morrow, and will make 
a further decision when this is received. 
If weather conditions do not improve, he 
intends to remain in Derry until he can 
be assured of good weather in the 
neighbourhood of Iceland. 

The following official statement was 
issued to-day :—‘‘ The commander of the 
Italian flight has suspended the departure 
from Derry to Reykjavik owing to a 
cyclone which has formed over Northern 
Greenland, with a pressure of 738 milli- 
metres, having begun to extend up to the 
coast of Iceland, causing difficult condi- 
tions for the last section of the flight to 
Reykjavik, and particularly over the zone 
of arrival.” | 

While bad weather at Iceland held up 
the flight the visiting airmen found the 
city again bathed in glorious sunshine,

WEATHER FORECAST FOR

On landing at Derry he was received by 
the Mayor, the City High Sheriff and Air 
Marshal Clark Hall, Colonel Longo, of 
the Italian flight, and Captain Trigoni. 

Lord Londonderry afterwards proceeded 
to Troy Hall, where he met.

Later he dined with the 
Italian flight. 

The weather forecast for the next 
twelve hours, issued at 6 p.m., stated that 
for the first hundred miles on the Ice- 
landic route there were patches of. low 
cloud and fog, and north of 58 degrees 
north much low cloud, occasional drizzle 
and fog, with patches of strong winds. 

It was learnt to-night that it is probable 
that the flight may leave Derry on the 
third stage to Iceland about noon to- 
morrow.

TWO VIEWS OF 
STABILITY. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes :—Mr. Roosevelt believes in plain 
speaking. Aiter rejecting, “ in its present 
form,” the declaration drawn up in 
London he has now issued a statement 
setting out with the utmost frankness his 
views on the question of currency 
stability. The object of the proposed 
declaration was to steady the exchanges 
and to prevent violent fluctuations of the 
value of the dollar in terms of pounds and 
francs. Mr. Roosevelt regards this as in. 
volving “ a specious fallacy,’’ and as a 
regrettable diversion from the larger pur- 
poses for which the Conference was 
originally called together. 

The continental view is that the first 
object should be to keep the exchanges 
steady, preferably by the immediate 
return to the gold standard of the 
countries which have abandoned it. Not 
till that has been done, they argue, will it 
be possible to discuss effectively the 
lowering of tariffs and the other 
measures needed to revive international 
trade and to restore world pros- 
perity. Mr. ~ Roosevelt takes an 
exactly opposite view. Let each country, 
he says, take the measures necessary to 
put its economic system on a sound basis, 
and then, when prices have been raised to 
the required level, let it keep its currency 
stable in terms of goods and services. 
When that is done, so he appears to argue, 
the different Currencies will naturally be 
stable in terms of one another. 

It was natural that Mr. Roosevelt's 
statement, asserting the American posi- 
tion. im, most forcible and outspoken 
terms, should have caused some dis- 
appointment at first, both among the dele- 
gations, who regard stabilisation of the 
exchanges ás the most urgent: task of the 
Conference, and among those who had 
laboured to bring about an approximation 
between the American and the Con- 
tinental view. But a careful reading of 
the statement shows that Mr. Roosevelt, 
far from desiring the wreck of the Confer- 
ence, is only anxious to prevent it from 
along what he regards as a 
mistaken line, and to recall it to what he

BOARD'S INTERVIEW 


HE Northern Ireland Butter Board has 
issued a report of the interview which 
the Special Committee had at the office of 
the Ulster Agricultural Organisation 
Society during the week-end with the 
Ministry of Agriculture, for the purpose of 
discussing the critical period through 
which the creameries and the milk pro- | 
ducers are passing, owing to the low price 
of butter, and the consequent unremunera- 
tive prices paid to producers for the milk. 
The fundamental cause of the low butter 
prices is over-production, mainly due to 
the big increases in production which have 
taken place in Australia and New Zealand. 


FREE STATE EXPORTS, 


Under the Special Duties Emergency 
Act, a duty of 40 per cent. has been 
imposed on all Free State butter entering 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain, but 
the effect of this duty is nullified by the 
bounties and subsidies which are paid by 
the Free State in respect of all exported 
butter. 

“We have explored the suggestion 
which had been made,’’ the report states, 
“that the position might be relieved by 
increasing the duties. Two. difficulties 
make the proposal unworkable. In the 
first place, the duties levied against the 
Free State on all agricultural produce are 
not for protective purposes, but to collect 
the revenue due to the British Exchequer

BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S 
SYMPATHY. | 


‘*Secondly, the British Government 
cannot, without fresh legislation, increase 
the duties beyond 100 per cent. Even if 
the duties were increased to 100 per cent., 
it is abundantly clear that it would not 
improve our position to any substantial 
extent. The effect of any increased duty 
would be offset by a slight increase in the 
price of butter sold in the Free State and 
the granting of an increased subsidy to 
exported butter. Indeed, the ultimate 
position of such action might be worse 
than it is at present, 

“Tt is clear from the information at 
our disposal that the strong representa- 
tions which have been made by our 
Government in London have been sym- 
pathetically received, and that the 
Imperial Government is anxious to relieve 
the butter market from the existing de- 
pression as quickly as possible. The only 
practical method of doing so is by limit- 
ing imports, 


THE MARKETING BILL. 

“The Imperial Government has no 
power at the moment to restrict imports, 
but when the Marketing Bill, at present 
being passed through Parliament, becomes 
law the Imperial Government will have 

wer to restrict the imports of butter. 

“ Negotiations are at present proceed- 
ing between the British Government and 
foreign and Dominion countries with a 
view to securing a limitation of the 
imports of butter into the United 
Kingdom. The position of the Imperial 
Government will shortly be strengthened 
by the passing of the Marketing Bill. 

'“We are assured that our Government 
will continue its representations with a 
view to securing a substantial cut in the 
quantities of foreign and Empire butter 
imported into the. United. Kingdom.”’

‘“The sound international economic 
system of a nation is a greater factor in 
its well-being than the price of its currency 
in changing terms of the currencies of 
other nations. 

“Old fetishes of so-called international] 
bankers are being replaced by efforts to 
plan national currencies, with the objec- 
tive of giving those currencies a continuing 
purchasing power which does not greatly 
vary in terms of the commodities and need 
of modern civilisation. 

“The United States seeks the kind of 
dollar which, a generation hence, will have 
the same purchasing and debt-paying 
power as the dollar value we hope to 
attain in the near future. 

“ Our broad purpose is the permanent 
stabilisation of every nation’s currency.

BALANCED BUDGETS.

SOVIET ATTACKED. ~ 


An attack on the Soviet method of 
timber production was made by ‘Mr. 
Rhodes (Canada) at a meeting of the Sub- 
Committee on the Co-Ordination of Pro- 
duction and Marketing. 

He said that the sudden expansion of 
Soviet timber exports, and the methods 
used to produce timber in the Coviet 
Union, had completely disorganised the 
world market, and injured all the other 
timber exporting countries. 

Soviet timber was produced without re- 
gard to costs of production. The in- 
dustry was essentially State controlled, 
and the Soviet workers had to accept 
whatever conditions of labour were offered 
them by the State. It was these condi- 
tions which had to be met if equilibrium 
were to be restored between supply and 
demand, and Jabour engaged in the 
timber industry were to. receive reasonable 
remuneration. ' 


OTTAWA BARGAIN. 


The United Kingdom had entered into 
certain obligations in connection. with the 
marketing of timber and unfair competi- 
tion, and Canada would, if necessary, ask 
that they be implemented 

This speech bronght a reply from M. 
Ozerski, of the Soviet Union, who said 
that his Government were ready to co- 
operate in regulating exports. 

“I will not enter into polemics with 
the Canadian delegate,’’ he said. ,‘‘ They 
will have plenty of opportunity to go into 
these matters in the Exports Committee. 
The Soviet Union does not compete with 
Canadian timber in any market.” 

The meeting then decided to appoint a 
Sub-Committee to endeavour to devise a 
system of co-operation and guarantees by 
which the production of exporting 
countries and their relations to importing 
countries should be reculated.

Stewart Macalister, a recognised authority, 
whose writings had a world-wide circulation. 
Evidences of neolithic (late stone age) 
culture were found chiefly in Northern Ire- 
land, where flint was abundant. This fact, 
said Mr. Mason, remndered imperative the 
co-operation of the archeologists of the 
Free State and Northern Ireland, a co-opera- 
tion which, he was glad to say, was very 
friendly and intimate. 

Ireland was very rich in monuments dating 
back to the Bronze Age (2000-350 B.C.). 
The Bronze Age people—probably of Mediter- 
ranean origin—had left wonderful examples 
of their activity. It was they who built the 
great tumuli (burial places) of Newgrange 
and Dowth and the wonderful cairns at 
Loughcrew, all in County Meath, and many 
smaller monuments throughout the country. 
The Iron Age forts of the Aran Islands were 
among the: finest in Europe. 

Mr. Mason went on to refer to Ireland’s un- 
disturbed crannogues, artificially constructed 
islands, numbers of which, he said, were now 
to be found in our bogs. Many of these cran- 
nogues dated probably from about 1-500 

,D., covering the period of the Roman 
occupation of Britain. This was the period 
in Ireland about which we had very little 
knowledge; it included the later Pagan times, 
which merged into the historic with the 
arrival of Christianity. 


DRAINAGE OF BOGS. 

Coming to the present time, Mr. Mason 
said that, with the Free State Government's 
new turf' scheme, which envisaged the 
drainage of bogs, a golden opportunity arose. 
Those engaged in the work of drainage and 
cutting should report at once to the Keeper of 
trish Antiquities, National Museum, Kildare 
street, Dublin, or to the local Civic Guards, 
any structures or objects, however small, of 
an artificial nature, which they discovered in 
the course of their work. This opportunity 
must not be neglected. If neglected, the 
drainage and cutting of the bogs might be a 
calamity inste@d@ of a blessing from an 
archzological point of view. | 

Good work had been carried out recently by 
a group from Bristol University, assisted by 
students from the Irish universities. A very 
fine piece of archeological excavation in 
Ireland was that which was directed by Dr. 
O'Neill Heneken, of Harvard University, last 
year, near Moate. These results stressed the 
need for an archwological survey of Ireland 
similar to that which was in progress in other 
countries, especially in Great Britain and 
Sweden. The Board of Works had had in its 
guardianship for many years a large*number 
of our finest monuments, but its powers were 
limited, and it had no power to prevent 
wilful destruction or ignorant tampering with 
monuments situated on private property; it 
had no power to prevent excavation prompted 
ir the ey of ignorant people. The sale 
of national treasures to wealthy foreign pur- 
chasers and their loss to the country was a 
grave scandal,
